Both as a writer and as a publisher I have 
necessarily given much thought to the subject, 
and yet there are points in it which have eluded 
satisfactory resolution. As a publisher I habit. 
ually make payments to English authors or 
publishers whose books I reprint, even in the 
absence of special arrangements. It would of 
course be to my interest to be able to acquire, 
through copyright, legal control over such 
books ; and for this I would gladly, from busi. 
ness as well as from personal motives, pay 
English authors exactly as I pay Americans, 
But, in seeking to gain this privilege for our. 
selves, caution is requisite lest it should inure 
almost exclusively to the benefit of English 
publishers, to the manifest detriment of Ameri- 
can readers as well as of the industries con- 
nected with book manufacture—and this risk is 
not altogether removed by any device I have as 
The interest of the public, 
moreover, will be affected in many ways, directly 
and indirectly, by international copyright, 
whether the manufacture be performed in Eng- 
land or here. And, while we all desire to see 


full justice accorded to authors of all nationali- 


ties, yet literature and culture in the larger 
sense are involved in the question in ways ol 
which all are not apparent on the surface.

That scrutiny it could ob- 
tain at the hands of a conference such as you 
suggest, and I shall be glad to see your propo- 
sition carried into effect.

On my arrival in this country I was glad to 
learn from your letter that you thought the 
| time had arrived for the further consideration 
of the international branch of the copyright 
question, and to notice the courteous and prac- 
tical character of your suggestions. I can as- 
sure you from long personal experience, and 
as honorary secretary of the British Copyright 
Association, that I believe there isa sincere 
desire in England to see this question satisfac- 
torily settled. To further this end an Interna- 
tional Commission to consider the question 
thoroughly, taking note of the public and pri- 
vate interests of both nations, would, I think, 
be very useful, for no step promotes practical 
results more than a personal interchange of 
opinion and information. 

I should think the decisions of such a com- 
mission would have great weight in both coun- 
tries. Its appointment was also suggested by 
some witnesses before the British Royal Com- 
mission on Copyright, and, as you will see by 
the report of the Commissioners, they so far 
indicated their approval of it as to bring it 
specifically before her Majesty’s government 
(see Report, paragraph 252), and to express 
their unanimous opinion that the appointment 
of such a commission might be attended with 
advantage. 

Should such a commission be formed, I hope 
it will have large enough powers to enable it 
to entertain the question of stage right and fine- 
art copyright as well as literary copyright; in 
: fact, to treat of copyright in its widest sense, 
as embracing the right to copy, print, engrave, 
photograph, or in any way to multiply copies, 
dramatize, abridge, translate, represent, per- 
form, or deliver. I hope also it will be autho- 
rized to frame its report in such a shape that 
it could form the basis, as you say, of an in- 
ternational copyright treaty. 

Such a climax would be most cordially wel- 
comed in England, and I have no-doubt it 
would be received generally with equal favor 
here. The British Government have already 
given evidence, by appointing a Royal Com- 
mission, of their wish to put copyright on a

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Washington in his own name, and once this is 
done the Englishman himself—for all the stat- 
ute shows to the contrary—can forward two 
copies of his book to the Librarian of Congress. 
But this does not satisfy the Englishman. 
His own statutes refuse him copyright at home 
if he publishes first over here or elsewhere, 
and he vents his disappointment by calling us 
‘“‘thieves.” And I am sorry to say that nations 
like individuals, in this wicked world, prefer to 
credit the worst rather than the best of each 
other, and so get the idea that he is right when 
he so calls us. But as the moral argument is, 
after all, the great argument here, I suggested, 
in my work on literary property in 1875, that 
we change the words ‘‘citizen of the United 
States” to the word ‘‘ person”; thereafter no- 
body could charge us with the animus furandi, 
at least. Then, as now, the Englishman could 
reap no practical benefit from our statute with- 
out a change in his own; but he would be 
silenced and disarmed, and could call us 
‘* pirates” no more. 

If such a change in our statute was made, in 
my opinion it would be only justice that our 
laws should also require the manufacture oj 
the book entered for copyright in the United 
States. As long as American publishers can 
supply the American market, they are entitled 
todo so. They have been taxed to pay for the 
public schools that have made the United States 
a nation of book readers, And the British pub- 
lishers have not. Perhaps it is because the 
United States is a nation of book readers that 
the American publisher is obliged to pay more 
for the labor he must employ to manufacture 
his books than the British publisher pays, but, 
if | am properly informed on the subject, where 
our publishers pay dollars the British publish- 
ers pay shillings for manual labor. To say that, 
because this is the state of things, pub- 
lishers in the United States must not reprint 
British books is, in my opinion, absurd. The 
old English common-law doctrine, on which 
this nation founded its constitution, is that the 
public good—the greatest good of the greatest 
number—in the absence of any statute, is the 
governing rule, until there is a statute to the 
contrary. Although I have said and written a 
good deal which may seem inconsistent with 
the statement (but this is a long subject and 
cannot be exhausted in the present compass), 
I must say that I do not see why our publishers 
should pull down their presses.
